NOTES TO TABLES. 9 AND 10 


“a. Refers to estimated employment in factories as defined for the purpose of the 
annual production census, results of which are published annually in the 

yp secondary Industries Bulletin. In this connexion, a factory is defined as an 
‘industrial establishment in which four or more hands are employed, or in which 
‘oower other than hand-is used. The emoloyees covered are those engaged in 
manufacturing activities and exclude those. engaged-in selling and distribution, 
etc, Revision will be necessary in the estimates herein to numbers of 
employees in factories since June, 1948 within the above definition. A new 
series of returns was instituted as from January, 1952, which shows the same 
approximate trend as the figures herein since that date. A survey of the 
results obtained from this series is presented in Section 111. 


Includes emoloyees in industrial establishments outside the scope of the 
definition of a factory (given in (a) above) and persons employed by factory 
proprietors but engaged in selling or distribution, etc., who are excluded 
from figures shown opoosite "Tactories". 


Includes persons employed on private building, and employees of private 
employers contracting to oublic authorities, on building construction, 
alterations, maintenance and repairs. 


Includes employees on construction of roads, bridges, earthworks, etc. and 
employees directly employed by public authorities on building and maintenance 
of buildings. 


Includes Hotels, Restaurants, Hairdressing and Other Personal Services (except 
female orivate “domestic).

111 3: EMPLOYMENT IN LARGER PRIVATE FACTORIES, JULY 3. 


By joint arrangement between the Secretary of the Department of 
Labour and National Service and the Acting Commonwealth Statistician a regular 
monthly survey of employment in the larger orivately-—owned factories of New South 
Vales and Victoria was instituted in January, 1952. Practically all private 
factories: with 100 or more employees and a large section of those with between 
50 and 100 employees were surveyed. 


The instruction as to employees to be included in the-returns was 
as follows:— "The numoer of persons employed is to include all persons on the 
establishment of the factory who are engaged in the factory or on the factory 
office staff, provided their employment is directly related to manufacture", and 
further"... the number of males and females (separately) employed in the specified 
factory: or mill. These figures are to include factory office staff, but are to 
exclude selling and distribution staff". The figures obtained relate to the 
numbers on the pay-roll as at the last pay-day in the month. 


The survey was instituted to provide an earlier indication of trend 
of private factory employment, month by month, than is available from any other 
source, and in fact the trends shown in employment in these larger private 
factories are broadly consonant with those shown in estimates of total private 
factory employment, derived from Pay~roll Tax Returns, for the periods for which 
comparisons are available. 


Figures published in Dulletins prior to Mareh, 1953 related to 618 
factories in New South Wales and 778 in Victoria. The survey has now been 
extended to other States and.the movement of employment in 1055 faotories in 
Queensland, South Australia and Western Australia is ‘available from January, 1953 
onwards. Ap oroximately half of total private factory employment in each State is 
covered py the collection, 


Employment in food-vrocessing factories is subject to considerable 
seasonal variation. In view of this circumstance, the movements in "all factories 
excluding food factories" are given equal »rominence in the tables with those in 
"all factories surveyed".
